PREFACE 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public 
Health  Department  for  the  year  which  ended  on  the  31  December,  1966. 

I was  happy  to  commence  duties  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
during  the  last  quarter  of  1966. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was  twenty 
two,  representing  a decrease  of  eight  from  the  figure  for  the  previous 
year.  There  were  no  registered  stillbirths,  and  no  infant  was  regis- 
tered as  having  died  before  reaching  the  first  birthday.  No  woman 
died  as  a result  of  pregnancy,  childbirth  or  abortion. 

The  number  of  registered  deaths  was  thirty  one,  a decrease  of 
five  from  the  previous  year.  Ten  people  died  of  heart  disease,  eight 
of  cancer  and  four  of  ’stroke’. 

During  June  a general  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  due  to  salmonellae 
occurred  and  sixty  four  oases  were  reported  to  the  locum  Medical  Officer 
of  Health,  The  methods  used  in  dealing  with  this  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  deserve  commendation. 

The  prompt  and  efficient  action  of  the  Borough  Public  Health 
Inspector,  Mr.  D.  H,  Cowles,  led  to  the  tracing  of  the  source  of  the 
infection.  The  ready  co-operation  given  by  Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan, 

Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Carmarthen,  by 
the  County  Health  Department  and  by  the  members  of  the  general  public, 
ensured  that  the  outbreak  was  speedily  contained.  The  good  liaison 
built  up  between  my  predecessor  and  the  local,  medical  practitioners 
enabled  the  whole  episode  to  be  controlled  and  concluded  satisfactorily. 

Two  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified,  but  no  one  died 
of  the  disease. 

A more  detailed  account  of  the  work  of  the  Publio  Health  Department, 
including  a section  by  the  Public  Health  Inspeotor#  will  be  found  in 
the  following  pages.

1.  SEWERA&E 

The  sewerage  system  is  designed  on  the  partially  separate 
system  with  a number  of  storm  water  overflows  which  discharge 
flows  in  excess  of  six  times  dry  weather  flow  into  nearby  streams. 

Most  of  the  foul  sewers  were  relaid  during  the  late  1950*s  in  st-CJu©-- 
ware,  concrete  and  cast  iron,  in  sizes  ranging  from  6 inches  in  diameter 
to  21  inches. 

During  the  year  160  yards  of  6 inch  and  9 inch  stoneware  sewers 
were  constructed  to  serve  a private  development  site,  end  were  con- 
nected to  the  general  system. 


2.  SEWA&E  DISPOSAL 

The  Sewage  Disposal  Works  was  constructed  in  i960  and  is 
designed  to  treat  a daily  water  flow  of  115,000  gallons  per  day  on 
the  activated  sludge  principle.  Sewage  is  also  accepted  for  treat- 
ment from  the  Cwman  area  of  the  Newcastle  Emlyn  Rural  District,  During 
the  year  29  million  gallons  were  recorded  as  passing  through  the  foul 
sewage  pumps  and  19  million  gallons  through  the  storm  water  pumps. 

Some  thirty  premises  in  the  area  are  not  connected  to  the  sewerage 
system  by  reason  of  distance  or  lack  of  fall  to  the  sewer.  In  these 
cases  disposal  is  by  means  of  cesspools  which  are  emptied  out  at  the 
request  of  the  occupiers  by  a neighbouring  authority's  vehicle.  A 
charge  is  made  for  this  service. 


5.  WATER  SUPPLY 

The  Cardiganshire  Water  Board  supplies  and  distributes  water 
throughout  the  area.  The  supply  is  generally  adequate  both  in  quality 
and  quantity.  Six  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination 
and  all  proved  satisfactory. 

All  the  houses  in  the  area  except  for  some  of  the  outlying  farms 
are  n<bw  connected  to  the  main  supply.

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11 .  FOOD  POISONING 

During  the  year  sixty-four  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  noti- 
fied, and  all  of  these  occurred  during  one  outbreak. 

The  outbreak  followed  a dance  organised  by  a local  organisation  on 
24th  June  at  which  a buffet  was  served.  The  source  of  infection  was 
traced  to  turkey  which  was  the  only  food  which  had  been  consumed  by  all 
the  patients  and  a small  portion  of  which  had  been  recovered  from  the 
function  kitchen.  The  turkey  was  infected  with  Salmonella  typhimurium 
and  had  been  obtained  from  a supplier  outside  the  district  - it  trans- 
pired that  a similar  strain  of  Salmonella  typhimurium  was  later  isolated 
at  the  supplier's  premises. 

One  consequence  of  the  outbreak  was  that  three  of  the  sufferers, 
who  were  employed  in  local  food  shops,  and  other  food  handlers  who 
had  attended  the  function  were  excluded  from  their  occupations  until 
three  negative  faecal  samples  had  been  produced.  At  this  time  the 
post  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  vacant  and  the  Council  appointed 
Dr.  C.  D.  Edwards  in  a locum  capacity.  I wish  to  acknowledge  my  appreci- 
ation of  the  help  and  advice  given  by  Dr.  ^dwards,  his  staff,  and  also 
Dr.  H.  D.  S.  Morgan,  Director,  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Carmarthen,  in 
bringing  this  investigation  to  a speedy  and  satisfactory  conclusion. 


12.  ICE  CREAM 

There  is  one  manufacturer  within  the  area.  During  the  year 
eight  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  and  all 
were  reported  to  be  Grade  1 . 


13.  SLAUGHTERHOUSE 


There  is  little  to  add  to  my  remarks  of  last  yea r,  but  it 
will  be  observed  that  the  through-put  again  increased.
